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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1, the applicant argues on 
pages 23-24 that Theimer does not teach or suggest the use of public communication networks resources to help a wireless device user 
to locate publicly accessible data rendering devices. Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. The applicant didn't define the 
public communication networks. In col. 4, lines 21-27, Theimer teaches that differential GPS radio based technique is used to locate 
electronic device 1 70-1 78 in Fig. 1 . The differential GPS is public communication network resource. Therefore it is clear that Theimer 
teaches the use of public communication networks resources to help a wireless device user to locate publicly accessible rendering 
devices. 

The applicant further argues on pages 23-24 that Theimer does not teach or suggest locating unknown data rendering device. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with this argument. In col.1, lines 57-65, Theimer teaches locating second PDA [i.e., data rendering device]whose 
network address, email address, logical address or other identifying address information are unknown. 
Therefore, the rejection of the claim in view of Theimer and Haartsen will remain. 

Claims 2,3,7-9,15-20,22,23,30,31,93,97-99,105 are rejected for the same reasons as discussed above with respect to claim 1.
